1. MODERATE MEDIA PLAY CONTINUES ON SECRETARY ROGERS' LATAM TOUR. 
SAMPLE COMMENTARIES. 

2. INDEPENDENT JORNAL DO BRASIL ( RIO) EDITORIAL SAYS: " SECRETARY 
ROGERS' TOUR SHOULD MARK THE END OF THE PATERNALISM THAT, 
ACCORDING 

TO HIM, HAS BLURRED U. S. RELATIONS WITH THE REST OF THE HEMISPHERE. 
THE FUTURE SUCCESS OF THESE RELATIONS - WHICH HE WASNTS TO BE 
PRAGMATIC, EFFECTIVE, AND SET IN REALISTIC TERMS - IN GOOD 
PART WILL DEPENDE UPON MR. ROGERS' ACCOMPLISHMENTS DURING THE 
TRIP. INDUBITABLY, HE DOES NOT LACK THE NECESSARY TALENT TO 
EXPLAIN THAT THE WORLD' S MORE PEACEFUL SITUATION HAS CREATED
